An analysis of the New Left movement within 
the Springfield Division indicates that the activities 
af these groups are relatively minimum, Several of the 
groups which have attempted to organize have been un- 
successful due to the lack of participation and interest. 
There are no Key Activists in the New Left movement within 
the Springfield Division, therefore, the driving force 
to agitate persons to organize the new groups is not pre- 
valent. 


In order to disrupt the New Left groups which 
are semi-active within the Springfield Division, the following 
recommendations ‘are being proposed:
